Loxpox. March 14.—Dr. Lamson, on trial 
for murdering his brother-in-law, Percy John, 
was convicted to-day and sentenced to death. 
The jury was outa half an hour. Several of 
the jurymen were crying when they re-enter 
ed the court-room, and othersof them were 
ghastly pale. When the verdict was pro- 
nounced, Dr. Lamson clasped his hands 
together, and seemed for a moment 
in despair, but he quickly recov- 
ered his self-possession, and folding 
his arms, in a clear voice and with eyes up- 
lifted, slowly and deliberately said: “I pro- 
test my innocence before God.’”’.

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THE DE LESSEPS CANAL. 


A Disceuraging Repesrt of the Condition of the Project. 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

A reporter of the Times-Democrat last night 
met a mechanical engineer, who recently ar- 
rived in this city from Aspinwg)! or Colon‘ 
the eastern terminus of the proposed De Les- 
seps canal, which will connect the waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans together. 

“The De Lesseps company,” he stated, 
‘thave been working there now for nearly a 
year, and nothing has been accomplist:ed but 
the erection of a few wooden buildings at 
Aspinwall and Gatum. Nota foot of ground 
on either side of the Isthmus has been exca- 
veted for the canal proper. Small cottages 
have been erected at Gatum for officers, etc., 
and these haye cost most exhorbitant prices. 
They purchased the Grand hotel at Panama, 
which they are &tting up for office purposes, 
the upper floor being used as a centtak At 
Aspinwall or Colon they have noth- 
ing exeept to build a_ few _ store- 
houses. The docks that they contract- 
ed to build have not even been start- 
ei as yet. There is, to be sure, a lot of old 
French machinery strewn along the railroad 
from Aspinwall to Gatum, adistance of about 
twenty miles’ Itis piled upin all kinds of 
shapes, and the general opinion is that it can 
neyer be put together, so widely have the 
pieces been scattered. The company prv- 
posed to buy the Panama railroad, and were 
met so far as to pay $5,000,000 down. on the 
purchase, but when I left the purchase had 
not been completed, and nobody supposed 
that it would be. General Manager Blunchet 
‘died of fever about four months ago and was 
replaced by men sent to the isthmus from 
France, who do not seem to have any capacity 
for doing the work. 3 

MISREPRESENTATIONS, 

‘The officers in New York represent to 
every man that they send there that there is 
a hospital fer the benefit of all the employes 
and a surgeon in the employ of the company 
who will attend to all employes in case of 
sickness, While the facts are that if a man is 
taken sick there he must take care of him- 
self, as there is no hospital completed, though, 
to be sure, one is in course of completion. 

“Millions ef dollars have been spent there 
already, an] there is but little toshow what 
has become of it. The oldest inhabitants ex- 
pressed the opinion that the canal can never 
be built under the present management, nor 
for the amount that they claim it can be done 
for. The American engineers on the Isthmus 
of Panama stave thatin their belief the De 
Lesseps canal scheme is impracticable, but 
they seem to think that the ship railway pro- 
posed by Captain Eads can be built.”

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PAT LONG'S GARDEN. 


The Emerald Glories of a Laughing Ten Acres of a 
Macen Gardener. 
Macon Telegraph. 

“Tm going out to see Pat Long this morn- 
ing, and if you want to see one of the prettiest 
sights around Macon, hop up and let’s look 
over his garden.”’ 

It was Mr. C. L. O'Gorman who thus exten- 
ded the invitation, while he sat in his buggy, 
and with the whip tantalized a presuming fly 
that was trying to find a resting place on the 
ear of his horse. 

The invitation was instantly accepted, and 
soon we were bowling over Second street, dis- 
cussing dry goods, weatherand other timely 
topics between surprise exclamations at the 
great number of improvements and buildings 
being putup on either hand. About half a 
mile beyond the water works we pulled up 
before a plain, substantial house, the resi- 
dence of Pat Long, known to Mavon_ people 
for many years as her most successful gard- 
ner. 

We were soon under the wing of the vet- 


eran huckster, and moving among the emer- 


ald glories of his laughing ten acres. 


* Your lettuce looks well, Mr. Long,’’ said’ 


Mr.O’Gorman, who acted the part of the 
gimlet, while the reporter stured away the re- 
sults of the boring. 

“Yes; this finds good sale. And it’s rath- 
er strange about this lettuce. Some time ago 
if was a hard matter to sell this curled let- 
tuce, but_now it sells readily. I have both 
kinds, the curled and the cabbage head, and 
I continue to plant them all alongthe season. 
I put them in waste places, odd rows, and thus 
keep up asteady supply.”’ 

“Here are my cabbages. I only plant two 
kinds—the Jersey Wakefield and Henderson’s 
early summer. The early York, Drumhead, 
and such seeds, are long since abandoned. | 
have 17,000 plants set out, and get a dollar a 
dozen for the eabbages in market. They are 
hard heads, firm, and as good as any cab- 
bages.”’ 

Now, supposing Mr. Long averaged five 
cents per head for these cabbages, which gives 
2 good margin for loss on spoilt ones, family 
use, etc., he would get $850 for this branch of 
his garden alone. It must be remeimbered 
that under the same head comes his collards 
and kale, which will run up the figures to 
over a thousand. 

In onions he has planted several rows of the 
best variety. 
he can make. He plants only one kind, the 
best, having made his selections by long ex- 
perience. They grow large and evenly, the 
soil being asrich as soil can _ possibly be. 
Take up a handful of the dirt anywhere and 
it crumbles to dust in yourhand. Betweena 
patch.of onions and cabbages he has a small 
areain lucerne, from which he gathers six 
crops ayear. It was planted five years ago, 
and will come up again next year. It is reg- 
ular dessert for cattle. 

Mr. Long plants his Irish potatoes in his 
own way. The old method was in hills, coy- 
ered with straw, but he has found out that 
the best way is to put them in rows, without 
hills or straw. Between the rows he plants 
corn, and thus the plow works both corn and

PATRIOTIC TODDY-MIXER, 

“The whole thing’s a lie,’’ says the colonel, 
“everybody knows that in anything touching 
the south Gath isa modern Ananias. He is 
even wrong in the convention befyre which 
Hérschel V. Johnson made the great speech 
referred to. I was present, and I don’t think 
Aibert was. It was the state democratic con- 
vention of 1860 to select delegates to the 
national democratic convention to be held in 
Charleston. Johnson had made a great eflort 
in the forenoon and there is nodoubt but that 
it was the greatest effort of his life, but had 
not finished his speech when dinner was an- 
nounced. Very much exhausted and on an 
empty stomach ,he went into the bar under 
the hotel and took a drink, which some- 
what revived him, and caused him to 
over-eat himself. As a matter of course 
when the convention assembled after din- 
ner he was in no condition to continue the

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE SECESSION OF GEORGIA,

the delegates were very much mixed and 
fears were entertained that the resolutions 
would be defeated. In-north Georgia there 
was a very large union élement and the dele- 
gates from that section were mostly elected 
on that line. Just before it came to a yote 
Joe Brown, then Governor, went to his friends 
from Cherokee and made a final appeal, tell- 
ing them, “I have seized Fort Pulaski below 
Savannah, and the United States arsenal at 
Augusta, and if Georgia does not secede they 
will hang me for treason and you don’t want 
to see me hung.’’ 

They cast their votes for secession, and 
many Others voted for it against their convic- 
tions, when they saw it would be carried, 
that they might make it appear unanimous, 
hoping thereby to avert a war. Many _ be- 
heved that when the north saw that the en- 
lire people of the south were unanimous in 
their determination to cut loose, she would 
let them go peacefully. However, I don’t 
want you to think | was one of the reluc- 
tants, for such was not the case. 

THE MODEL GOVERNOR, 

You doubtless know that the colonel was 
one of the bitterest of Governor Colquitt’s 
opponents in the Jast race. Well, a change has 
certainly come over the spirit of his dreams, 
for we can see no change in the executive's 
management of state afluirs. He attends 
Sunday-school conventions with bis accus- 
tomed regularity, goes north or elsewhere 
whenever the affairs of the state demand it, 
vet the colonel now says he is the model gov- 
ernor of Georgia.

Interview Sustained and lis Source 
Revealed. 
Detroit Free Press. 

A few months ago an intervéew with: a 
prominent and well known physician, fom er- 
ly a resident Detroit, but now living in 
New York, appeared in the columns of this 
paper.

THE STATE ELECTIONS. 

Rhode Island opens the series of contests 
in April, followed by Oregon’s election on the 
5th of June. No interest outside of the nar- 
row bounds of the state will be taken in 
Rhode Island’s election, but the Oregon con- 
watched for two reasons—tirst, 
and sec- 


test will be 
because the state is fighting ground, 
ondly, because upon the complexion of its 
new legislature will perhaps depend the con- 
trol of the United States senate after the 4th 
day of next March. The republicans of Ore- 
gon are not harmonious, while the democrats, 
led by Governor Thayer, who is a candidate 
for re-election, are hopeful. 

In August elections are to be held in Ken- 
tucky, Alabama, and Tennessee. Kentucky 
elects only a clerk of the court of appeals; 
and there will scarcely be any opposition to 
the democratic nominee. Alabama will 
choose a governor and legislature, and the 
new legislature will elect Senator Morgan’s 
successor. The state is safely democratic, 
and Mr. Morgan is reasonably sure tosucceed 
himself. Senator Harris's term expires next 
March, and the result in Tennessee will be 
watched closely on thataccount. Mr. Horace 
Maynard is already announced as a candidate 
for the seat that Governor Harris fills, and 
there is no end to the plots to elect a repub- 
lican governor. The whole debt issue has 
been thrown by the recent decision of the 
state’s highest court into the canvass, and the 
outcome can not be forecasted with any degree 
of certainty. If the democrats can agree 
upon a policy as to the public debt, they will 
carry the state without difficulty; but if two 
democratic tickets are presented, the republi- 
cans will repeat their plurality victory of two 
years ago. 

Maine will start the fall elections by choos- 
ing a governor and legislature on the eleventh 
of September. Governor Plaisted, the fusion- 
ist, will, itis thought, be a candidate for re- 
election. He has a larze following, and if he 
can carry the state, the legislature may dis- 
place Senator Frye, whose term expires next 
March. Maine loses a member of congress, 
and under the terms of the apportionment 
bill her four members will have to be elected 
on the general ticket. This little device was 
concocted to prevent the re-election oi Mr. 
Ladd and Mr. Murch, democratic greenback- 
ers, but it may miscarry and kick its authors 
over altogether. The other September elec- 
tions will occur in Vermont and Arkansas, 
each electing a governor and legislature, and 
each balancing the other politically. 

In October Ohio and Indiana will elect mi- 
nor state officers; Colorado a governor and a 
legislature that will select Senator Teller’s 
successor, and West Virginia a legislature 
that will name a successor to Senator Davis, 
who is not a candidate for re-election. 
The circumstances do not point to 
a very spirited canvass in any one of these 
states, and the Georgia election may, after all, 
be the most interesting of the October con- 
tests. 

In November governors and legislatures are 
to be elected in Connecticut, Delaware, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan, Nebraska, New Hamp- 
shire, New York, Nevada, Pennsylvania, 
South Carclina and Texas. Lllinois’ new leg-

RRC MER 
DOES THE LAW COMPEL AN EXTRA 
SESSION ” 

The attorney general of North Carolina. which 
state has to provide for an extra congressman, has 
written an opinion in which he holds that it 
is necessary under the law to call an extra 
session of the legislature for the purpose of mak- 
ing a new district. He contends that an election 
for the tenth congressman from the state-at-large 
would not be legal. Under this decision the goy- 
ernor of North Carolina, while his general 
views are against the calling of the legislature 
has issued his call, seeing no alternative. A Cown- 
STITUTION man laid this case before Governor Col- 
quitt on yesterday, at d asked him if the same rule 
would apply to Georgia. The governor said: 

‘IT have seen the decision to which you allude. 
It can have no application to Georgia, as it must 
rest upon some local law of North 
Carolina. There can certainly be no reason 
under the general law that will force the redistrict- 
ing of the state because that law provides, especially 
for the election of congressman at largegjwhere it is 
not convenient for a state to redistrict for the extra 
congressman where oue has been assigned. Cer 
tainly congress would not have passed 
a law providing .for the _ election of 
congressmen at large if there was a constitutional] 
provision against such election. In many states— 
notably in Alabama—they clected the extra eon- 
gressman by the state at large under the last appor- 
tionment. There is nothing either in a general law 
orin a Georgia law that calls for an extra session, 
and certainly we will have none.”’ 

THE ROME COURIER'’S VIEW. 

The Rome Courier, in an elaborate editoria). ar- 
gues that the calling of the legislature is an abso- 
lute necessity under the new apportionment law. 
The Courier says: 

There is now no law of Georgia providing for the 
election of a tenth representative to congress from 
this state. The bill just passed by congress leaves 
it optional with the state to elect the tenth member, 
eithet by the formation of a new district or by a 
vote of the state at large; and the constitution of 
the United States says that the manner of holding 
this election *‘shall be prescribed by the legislature 
of the state." But the legislature has not vet pre- 
scribed the manner, and no other authority can do 
so. We refer tothe article elsewhere in which we 
argue this point more at length.

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“A GAME CALLED FUTURES.”’ 


How Certain Establishments in Memphis Got Into 
Trouble for “Gaming.” 

Special Dispatch to the Enquirer. 
Mempuis, Tenn., March 13.—The Tennessee 
Brokerage association and the Memphis board 
of trade, two institutions known as *‘bucket- 
shops,”’ were indicted before the grand jury 
in this city for indulging in a game called 
futures. The following is the form of the in- 
dictment: ‘“‘Hugh McRea and E. A. Keeling 
are charged with unlawfully and wilfully 
keeping and maintaining a house resorted to 
by divers idle and_ eyil-disposed persons 
for the purpose of gaming, which 
said gaming consisted in and 
was carried on by said _~ evil-disposed 
and idle persons in said house by betting, 
gaming, hazarding and wagering money and 
other valuable things upon the future price of 
cotton in the state of New York, and upon the 
future price of corn, wheat and rye in the city 
of Chicago. They are also indicted fo. main- 
taining a common gaming-house for lucre and 
rain, and for causing and procuring certain 
idle and devil-disposed persons to frequent 
and come together in this house and play 
and gamble at a certain game called futures.”’ 
This indictment is the result of the instruction 
of Judge Pierce, of the Shelby county circuit 
court, given a few days ago, that dealing in 
futures was in violation of the law, and an 
indictable offense.
